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Homophobes  raise  AIDS ',  breakdown  of  the  family 

Mass.  House  Crushes  Gay  Rights  Bill,  88-65

BOSTON  —  In  what  turned  out 
to  be  a  resounding  defeat,  the  les- 
bian/gay  rights  bill  fell  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  by  an  88  to  65  vote.  The 
measure,  which  would  have  ex¬ 
tended  civil  rights  protections  in 
jobs  and  housing  to  persons 
regardless  of  sexual  orientation, 
has  effectively  been  killed  for  this 
year. 

The  debate  was  at  times  stormy, 
with  the  opponents  of  the  bill  sug¬ 
gesting  its  passage  would  increase 
the  spread  of  AIDS  and  would 
“further”  break  down  the  family 
and  moral  fibre  of  the  country. 
Proponents  attempted  to  separate 
issues  of  public  health  and  morali¬ 
ty  from  issues  of  civil  rights  arid 
also  attempted  to  correct  inac¬ 
curacies  in  the  assertions  of 
legislators  about  the  spread  of 
AIDS. 

.The  September  23  vote,  which 
followed  almost  four  hours  of 
debate,  was  expected  to  be  much 
closer  than  the  final  tally.  Recent 
head  counts,  according  to  Peg 
Lorenz,  lobbyist  for  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Gay  Political  Caucus 
(MGPC),  had  indicated  a  virtual 
dead  heat  with  16  legislators 
undecided  up  until  the  last  minute. 
The  MGPC  has  led  the  fight  for 
passage  of  the  bill  for  over  a 
decade. 

Several  legislators  who  had 
voted  in  favor  of  the  bill  when  it 
last  came  up  in  the  House  in  1983 
voted  against  it  this  time  around. 

In  1983,  the  bill  passed  the  House 
by  four  votes,  but  was  killed  in  the 
Senate  on  a  technicality. 

Reagan  ‘ Pep  Rally

CONCORD,  NH  —  Over  200 
people  braved  physical  and  verbal 
violence  at  the  state  house  here  on 
September  18  to  protest  what 
many  considered  an  “orchestrated 
Republican  pep  rally”  for  Ronald 
Reagan.  Members  of  the 
American  Friends  Services  Com¬ 
mittee  (AFSC),  NH  Womyn’s 
Peace  Network,  Seacoast 
Women’s  Action  for.  Nuclear 
Disarmament  (WAND),  NH 
Freeze  Campaign,  Keene  State 
College  Students  for  a  Democratic 
Society,  Brother’s  Keeper,  and 
students  from  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  joined  the  Con¬ 
cord  Committee  on  Central 
America’s  weekly  noon  vigil, 
which  coincided  with  Reagan’s 
public  address. 

School  children  from  Concord 
and  other  areas  were  bussed  to  the 
state  house  to  boost  the  size  of  the 
crowd  and  enhance  the  president’s 
reception.  And  the  crowd  was 
coached  to  be  enthusiastic  due  to 
official  concerns  about  the  level  of 
excitement.  However,  contrary  to 
local,  press  coverage  which 
reported  “only  one  or  two 
hecklers”  and  “no  organized  pro¬ 
test  effort,”  the  demonstrators 
were  a  visible  and  audible 
reminder  that  not  all  of  New 
Hampshire  is  “Reagan  country.” 
The  demonstrators  carried  signs 
protesting  Reagan’s  position  on 


As  in  1983,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  opposed  the  bill,  as  did  the 
Christian  Scientists.  The  morning 
of  the  debate,  the  lobbyist  for  the 
Catholic  Church  circulated  a  letter 
to  each  representative  from  the 
Catholic  bishops  of 
Massachusetts,  urging  that  they 
vote  the  civil  rights  measure  down. 
The  reasoning  presented  in  the  let¬ 
ter  was  the  same  used  by  several 
legislators  that  afternoon  in  the 
floor  debate.  The  position  of  the 
National  Catholic  Conference  was 
also  cited  by  legislators. 

The  defeat  came  despite  a  lob¬ 
bying  effort  by  Massachusetts 
Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis. 
Many  in  the  lesbian/gay  com¬ 
munity  regard  the  governor’s  ef¬ 
fort  as  an  attempt  to  regain  favor 
following  his  anti-gay  foster 
parent  policy  and  his  fight  against 
the  inclusion  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men  as  an  outreach  target  of  the 
statewide  Democratic  Party. 
Many  also  believe  that  the  actions 
of  the  Dukakis  administration  in 
recent  months  have  set  back  gay 
rights  by  providing  an  unfriendly 
climate  towards  gay  issues. 
However,  the  .  administration 
denies  this,  saying  traditional  op¬ 
position  coupled  with  the  linkage 
of  AIDS  defeated  the  bill.  They 
maintain  that  the  governor’s  lob¬ 
bying  effort  is  motivated  by  his 
belief  that  this  is  a  civil  rights 
issue,  and  is  not  an  attempt  to 
curry  favor. 

The  bill’s  chief  sponsor  and  the 
leader  of  the  floor  debate, 
Representative  Thomas  J.  Vallely 
(D-Boston),  anticipated  the  tenor 


Central  America,  farm  subsidies, 
nuclear  disarmament,  lesbian  and 
gay  rights,  reproductive  rights, 
and  South  Africa. 

Protestors  who  carried  signs  in¬ 
to  the  crowd  of  over  5,000  de¬ 
scribed  the  spectators  as  extremely 
hostile  and  verbally  and  physically 
abusive.  “It  was  really  frighten¬ 
ing,”  commented  Michelle 
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Greeting  Reagan  in  New 
Hampshire,  September  18.

of  the  discussion  in  his  opening 
statements  on  the  floor  of  the 
House.

“[The  measure]  does  not  condemn 
or  condone,  it  just  says  [a  gay  man 
or  lesbian]  can’t  be  discriminated 
against.” 

House  minority  leader  William 
G.  Robinson  (R-Melrose),  who 
had  earlier  been  quoted  by  the 
Boston  Globe  as  saying  he  would 
ask  that  the  bill  be  sent  to  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Commit¬ 
tee  for  a  study  of  its  impact  on 
AIDS,  said  to  Vallely,  “Nobody 
brought  up  AIDS,  you  brought  it 
up.”  Robinson’s  published  com¬ 
ments  in  the  Globe  resulted  in  a 


Salvador

BOSTON  —  About  2500  people 
rallied  and  demonstrated  against 
the  U.S. -financed  bombing  of  the 
Central  American  country  of  El 
Salvador  September  21  at  the 
Boston  Common.  Several 
speakers,  including  openly  gay  Ci¬ 
ty  Councillor  David  Scondras, 
assailed  U.S.  foreign  policy  and  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  aerial  assault  on 
the  civilian  population  and  called 
for  the  reallocation  of  war  monies 
to  human  services  in  this  country. 
“Where  is  his  [Reagan’s]  war 
against  AIDS?  Where  is  his  war 
against  hunger  in  this  country?” 
asked  Scondras  of  the  crowd. 
Boston  School  Committee 
member  Jean  McGuire  focused  on 
human  needs  left  unattended 
because  of  Reagan’s  policies. 
Other  speakers  included  the  Rever¬ 
end  Graylan  Hagler  of  TransAfrica, 
and  Julia  Wallance  of  the  Sanc¬ 
tuary  Movement. 

According  to  Arnoldo  Ramos,  a 
speaker  representing  the  Farabun- 
do  Marti  National  Liberation 
Front  (FDR/FMLN),  “...with  the 
U.S.  Congress  about  to  ap¬ 
propriate  $483  million  in  aid  to  El 
Salvador,  it  is  essential  that  U.S. 
citizens  demonstrate  their  opposi¬ 
tion  to  this  genocidal  war.”  Over 
one  billion  dollars  have  already 
been  funneled  to  El  Salvador  for 
military  and  economic  aid. 
Seventy-four  percent  of  this  aid 
goes  to  Duarte’s  government’s  war 
efforts.  Meanwhile,  the  Reagan 
administration  asked  for  $85.6 
million  to  fight  AIDS  in  fiscal  year 
1986.  Although  the  administration 
has  been  embarrassed  into  raising 
that  figure  to  $126  million,  it  pro¬ 
poses  funding  the  increase  by  cut¬ 
ting  $40  million  from  Indian 
health  services. 

During  the  last  18  months,  more 
than  3400  civilians  have  been  killed 
in  aerial  and  ground  attacks  by 
U.S. -made  and  -supplied  artillery. 
One  such  piece  of  hardware  is  the 
AC-27  gunship  known  during  the 
Vietnam  War  as  “Puff  the  Magic 
Dragon.”  It  is  capable  of  placing 
one  bullet  in  every  square  foot  of  a 
football  field  every  60  seconds. 
According  to  the  Catholic  Arch¬ 
diocese  in  El  Salvador,  more  than 
50,000  people  have  already  been 
killed  by  the  Duarte-led  govern- 


telephone  call  from  Bailus  Walker, 
the  public  health  commissioner, 
who  discussed  AIDS  with  him.  But 
Robinson  remained  unmbllified. 

Robinson  was  considered  by 
many  to  be  a  key  vote  by  virtue  of 
his  position  as  the  Republican 
leader.  He  had  voted  for  the 
measure  in  1983,  but  apparently 
changed  his  mind  because  of  re¬ 
cent  publicity  over  AIDS.  “The 
timing  of  the  bill  couldn’t  be 
worse,”  he  said  and  challenged, 
“Tell  me  with  absolute  certainty 
that  a  parallel  cannot  be  drawn  be¬ 
tween  the  public  health  issue  and 
the  gay  rights  issue....  It’s  a  public 
health  question  and  it’s  just  that,  a 
question.”  Although  Robinson 
did  not  generally  make  his  con¬ 
cerns  about  the  connection  more 
specific,  he  did  note  that  gay  men 
are  asked  not  to  donate  blood  and 


ment.  El  Salvador  has  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  only  five  million  and  is 
about  the  size  of  Massachusetts. 
One-third  of  the  country  is  under 
constant  bombardment. 

The  bombings  occur  in  areas 
where  there  has  been  no  recent 
military  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
rebels,  making  civilians  the  sole 


targets.  Last  year,  according  to  the 
Christian  Science  Monitor  (July 
31,  1984),  Duarte’s  Air  Force  in¬ 
creased  the  number  of  jets  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  bombardments 
from  two  to  five  on  the  advice  of 
U.S.  advisors.  The  government 
fires  975  rockets  and  drops  an 
average  of  sixty  500-pound  bombs 
and  seventy-five  750-pound 
bombs  in  the  area  each  month. 
This  Vietnam-style  scorch- 
earthing  makes  the  rural  areas 
uninhabitable  and  has  forced 
100,000  people  to  flee.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  more  than  750,000  have  fled 
the  country  because  of  the  civil 
war,  the  killings,  and  the  bomb¬ 
ings.  However,  according  to  the 
New  York  Times  (July  18,  1985) 
the  Reagan  administration  denies 
that  civilians  are  being  killed  in  the 
air  war. 

Several  refugees  from  El 
Salvador  were  present  at  the 
demonstration.  According  to  El 


asked  if  potential  employers  did 
not  have  “civil  rights”  also. 

Some  of  Robinson’s  colleagues 
were  more  specific  in  their  assertions. 

Recently,  the  town  of  Swansea 
decided  to  allow  a  child,  who  had 
contracted  AIDS  from  the  clotting 
factor  he  takes  for  his  hemophilia, 
to  attend  school,  over  the  objec¬ 
tion  of  some  parents.  In  reference 
to  the  situation,  the  representative 
from  that  district,  Philip  Travis 
(D-Rehobeth)  said,  “This  child 
has  no  civil  rights  because 
somebody  was  brainless  enough  to 
donate  blood  when  they  had 
AIDS.”  The  remark  drew  hisses 
from  the  gallery  which  had  fifty 
gay  men  and  lesbians  looking  on.

Comite  Latino,  a  gay  Latino 
organization,  there  are  over  12,000 
refugees  from  El  Salvador  in  the 
Boston  area.  Gay  Salvadorenos 
have  contacted  El  Comite  upon  ar¬ 
riving  in  Boston,  seeking  support 
and  information.  Talks  with  these 
gay  Central  Americans  confirmed 
not  only  the  bombings  but  also  the 


torture  and  daily  killings  of  the 
civilian  population.  One  young 
man  recounted  how  his  parents 
had  been  gunned  down  in  his 
presence  by  the  military  for 
organizing  prayer  and  Bible 
readings.  He  had  no  choice  but  to 
flee. 

Reports  from  independent  inter¬ 
national  human  rights  organiza¬ 
tions  such  as  Americas  Watch  and 
Amnesty  International  confirm 
the  brutalities  of  the  Duarte 
government.  Ironically,  U.S. 
Secretary  of  State  Schultz,  in  his 
address  to  the  U.N.  General 
Assembly  September  24,  praised 
Duarte  for  his  “courageous”  ef¬ 
forts  to  bring  democracy  to  El 
Salvador. 

There  was  a  strong,  visible  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  presence  at  the  Sept. 
21  rally.  Aside  from  Boston  City

hurray  for  west  hollywood 

WEST  HOLLYWOOD,  CA  -  The  City  Council 
here  passed  on  August  15  the  second  citywide  or¬ 
dinance  in  the  U.S.  banning  discrimination  against 
people  with  AIDS,  according  to  the  Sentinel.  The 
measure,  which  passed  unanimously,  was  preceded 
by  passage  of  a  similar  law  in  Los  Angeles,  August  13. 
See  GCN,  Vol.  13,  No.  8.) 

The  ordinance  protects  people  with  AIDS  and 
people  perceived  to  have  AIDS  in  employment,  hous¬ 
ing,  business,  services  (including  hotel,  restaurant, 
medical  education,  and  city  services).  Blood  banks, 
sperm  banks,  and  organ  donor  facilities  are  not 
covered  by  the  ordinance. 


silly  rabbit,  tricks  are  for  kids 

GLASGOW,  Scotland  —  Humans  are  the  most 
sexually  active  mammals  on  earth,  according  to  Dr. 
Dennis  Lincoln  of  Edinburgh  University.  The  San  Juan 
Star  reports  that  Lincoln  told  the  British  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science  that,  “I  believe  the 
human  animal  is  about  10,000  times  more  sexually  ac¬ 
tive  than  the  rabbit.” 


boston  man  arrested  for  photos  of 
boys 

BOSTON  —  A  man  was  arraigned  here  on 
charges  of  receiving  sexually  explicit  photos  of  males 
believed  to  be  under  age  18,  according  to  the  Boston 
Globe.  Mark  Lawrence,  64,  was  arrested  August  21, 
after  Federal  and  local  police  raided  his  apartment 
and  seized  the  photos.  Specifically,  the  complaint 
charges  that  Lawrence  received  photographs  of 
“male  children  under  the  age  of  18  engaging  in  actual 
or  simulated  masturbation  and  masochistic  abuse.” 

Lawrence  was  held  overnight  and  “released”  to  a 
psychiatric  facility  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sheldon 
D.  Zigelbaum  after  posting  $100,000  personal  bond. 
Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Susan  Via  had  asked  that 
Lawrence  be  held  without  bail  because  she  claimed, 
“There  are  no  conditions  or  reasons  to  assume  the 
safety  of  male  children  in  this  community  if  the  court 
decides  to  release  the  defendant.”  Although 
Lawrence  was  not  charged  with  anything  other  than 
receiving  photos,  Via  said  that,  “We  have  found 
evidence  to  show  that  the  defendant  actively  recruits 
children  to  come  to  his  apartment.” 

Lawrence,  a  freelance  writer,  was  the  object  of 
an  investigation  by  U.S.  Postal  and  Customs  Service 
officials  beginning  in  mid-May.  Federal  Magistrate 
Robert  De  Giacomo  ordered  Lawrence’s  visitors  be 
limited  to  his  attorney,  Joseph  J.  Balliro,  his 
“doctors,”  and  his  son.  Lawrence  may  not  leave  the 
psychiatric  facility  except  for  treatment  unless  other¬ 
wise  sanctioned  by  the  court. 


dade  county  strikes  again 

MIAMI  —  On  September  18,  the  Dade  County 
Commissioners  tentatively  approved  a  law  requiring 
the  area’s  80,000  food  service  workers  to  carry  cards 
certifying  they  are  free  of  communicable  diseases,  in¬ 
cluding  AIDS,  according  to  the  New  York  Times. 

The  primary  motivation  for  the  law  comes  from 
fear  of  AIDS.  According  to  Commissioner  Sherman 
Winn,  sponsor  of  the  ordinance,  “It’s  said  that  AIDS 
can  be  communicated  through  the  blood.  Well,  peo¬ 
ple  in  kitchens  do  cut  themselves.” 

However,  county  health  officials  have  questions 
about  the  usefulness  of  such  a  program.  “It  would  be 
very  unusual  for  a  communicable  disease  to  be 
spread  through  food,”  said  county  health  director  Dr. 
Richard  Morgan.  “AIDS  and  venereal  disease,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  are  spread  through  blood  tranfusions  and  sex¬ 
ual  contact.  Food-borne  illnesses  are  caused  by  im¬ 
proper  handling,  like  letting  something  that’s  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  hot  get  cold,  not  by  a  worker  with  a 
disease.” 

A  similar  measure,  requiring  workers  to  certify 
they  were  free  of  turberculosis  and  syphilis,  was 
abandoned  in  1974  because  it  was  found  to  be  inef¬ 
fective. 

Dr.  Morgan  interprets  the  proposed  ordinance  to 
mean  that  workers  found  to  have  communicable 
diseases  would  lose  their  jobs  because  they  would  be 
unable  to  receive  cards  proving  certification. 

A  hearing  must  be  held  before  the  commis¬ 
sioners  consider  the  bill  again.  No  hearing  date  has 
been  set.

some  swiss  success 

BERN,  Switzerland  —  Swiss  voters  have  rejected 
a  proposed  bill  that  would  have  limited  abortions  and 
banned  some  contraceptives,  according  to  a  report 
from  the  New  York  Times  in  Womanews.  The  pro¬ 
posal,  sponsored  by  conservative  Roman  Catholic 
and  Protestant  fundamentalist  groups,  would  have  re¬ 
stricted  abortion  to  cases  in  which  the  woman’s  life 
was  endangered. 

The  current  law  states  that  abortions  may  only 
be  performed  when  there  is  “grave  danger”  to  the 
health  of  the  woman.  Approximately  15,000  abortions 
are  performed  in  Switzerland  each  year. 


quebec  women’s  centers  meet 

MONTREAL  —  At  the  first  conference  of  Quebec 
women’s  centers,  June  9-1 1 ,  a  province-wide  associa¬ 
tion  was  created,  according  to  this  city’s  Communi- 
qu’ELLES.  The  new  feminist  association  will  function 
as  a  solidarity  group  with  a  primary  focus  on  funding 
for  the  centers.  The  majority  of  current  funds  come 
from  the  provincial  or  federal  government. 

Of  an  estimated  96  women’s  centers  in  Quebec, 
74  were  represented  at  the  conference.  The  other 
centers  were  unable  to  send  representatives  due  to 
lack  of  funds. 


birth  control  too  controversial  for  tv 

NEW  YORK  —  CBS  and  ABC  have  rejected  a  two- 
minute  public  service  announcement  designed  to 
give  information  about  contraception  to  teenagers 
because  they  said  the  subject  of  birth  control  was 
“too  controversial.” 

According  to  a  Womanews  report  from  the  New 
York  Times,  George  Schweizer  of  CBS  said  that, 
“[Ajlthough  CBS  has  accepted  public  service  an¬ 
nouncements  prepared  by  other  groups  concerned 
about  health,  we  turned  down  this  one  because  we 
believe  that  contraception  is  an  unacceptable  subject 
for  public  service  announcements.” 


Wisconsin  insurers  may  refuse  to 
cover  aids 

MILWAUKEE  —  In  a  move  designed  to  protect 
their  profits,  insurance  companies  in  the  state  may 
begin  excluding  coverage  of  AIDS,  according  to  the 
New  York  Times. 

George  Hardy,  legislative  counsel  to  the  Nor¬ 
thwestern  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  said  the 
exclusion  might  be  necessary  because  of  state  law 
which  forbids  the  use  of  HTLV-III  antibody  test  in 
determining  insurability.  Wisconsin  and  California 
are  the  only  states  having  such  laws. 

Hardy  said  that  the  exclusion  of  coverage  for 
AIDS  involved  “a  question  of  sound  underwriting 
practices.”  Exclusions  of  the  type  that  Northwestern 
is  considering  apply  only  to  particular  diseases  and 
conditions,  and  are  not  retroactive  to  existing 
policies.  Thus,  a  person  with  AIDS  who  obtains  a 
policy  with  the  proposed  option  could  be  covered  for 
non-AIDS-related  claims. 

Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  United  of  Wisconsin, 
the  state’s  largest  insurer,  and  the  Wausau  Insurance 
Company  are  considering  placing  options  on  health 
insurance  policies  to  exclude  AIDS  coverage.

HOUSTON  —  The  Ku  Klux  Klan  has  announced  it 
will  demonstrate  at  city  hall  here  September  28  in 
support  of  apartheid  in  South  Africa  and  against  the 
re-election  of  Mayor  Kathy  Whitmire,  according  to  the 
Montrose  Voice.  Whitmire  supported  the  Houston 
lesbian/gay  rights  ordinance  which  failed  by  a  ratio  of 
4-1  in  a  referendum  in  January  of  this  year.  (See  GCN, 
Vol.  12,  No.  28.)  Later  the  same  day,  the  Klan  will 
demonstrate  against  Latino  immigrants  and  refugees 
in  front  of  the  Pasadena,  Texas  City  Hall. 

Charles  Lee,  grand  dragon  of  White  Camelia 
Knights  of  the  KKK,  said  that  the  Houston  rally  will 
“bring  out  the  points  about  Kathy  Whitmire  and  the 
support  she  has  from  the  homosexual  community. 
The  fact  that  she  is  supposed  to  be  a  city  leader  and 
that  the  homosexual  community  is  known  for  drugs, 
prostitution  and  everything  else,  and  yet  she  goes  bar 
hopping  down  there,  and  that’s  the  kind  of  people  she 
likes  to  support.” 

Lee  added,  “When  she  backed  the  homosexuals 
and  the  gay  referendum,  everybody  saw  her  true  col¬ 
ors,  and  I  think  her  time  is  up.” 

Whitmire  faces  a  re-election  challenge  from 
ultra-conservative  Louie  Welch,  a  former  Houston 
mayor  who  was  heavily  involved  in  the  campaign  to 
defeat  the  lesbian/gay  rights  ordinance. 

As  far  as  apartheid  goes,  Lee  said  that,  “We  feel 
the  white  government  of  South  Africa  has  the  right 
to  rule  their  government.  That’s  all  there  is  to  it.” 

After  the  Klan’s  demonstration  against  im¬ 
migrants  and  refugees  in  Pasadena,  it  will  show  the 
film.

Dukakis  Presence  at  AIDS  Event  Draws  Fire

BOSTON  —  On  September  21 
the  AIDS  Action  Committee 
(AAC)  held  its  largest  fundraiser 
to  date,  amid  controversy  over  the 
choice  of  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  as  co-chair  of  the  event. 
Members  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Defense  Committee  (GLDC)  pass¬ 
ed  out  informational  flyers  to  peo¬ 
ple  exiting  ARTcetera  ’85,  pro¬ 
testing  the  governor’s  presence  in 
view  of  his  anti-gay  and  -lesbian 
foster  care  policy. 

A  financial  success,  the  auction 
at  Boston  City  Hall  brought  in  at 
least  $110,000  from  auction  items 
and  entrance  tickets  at  $50  a  head. 
According  to  Harry  Collings, 
chairperson  of  the  AAC’s  fund¬ 
raising  committee,  the  money  rais¬ 
ed  will  go  primarily  for  education, 
and  for  housing  for  people  with 
AIDS. 

Sarah  Holmes  of  GLDC,  a 
group  formed  to  oppose  the  foster 
policy,  told  GCN  that  in  meetings 


with  the  AAC,  the  latter  was  asked 
to  find  a  co-chair  other  than 
Dukakis  for  the  fundraiser.  Coll¬ 
ings  said  that  although  the  issue  of 
Dukakis  chairing  had  “come  up  in 
a  number  of  discussions”  at  the 
AAC,  the  group  felt  it  could  not 
disinvite  the  governor.  The  AAC 
argued  that  he  had  been  asked  to 
participate  before  formulating  the 
foster  policy  which  excludes  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men.  The  policy  also 
discriminates  against  single  peo¬ 
ple,  women  working  outside  the 
home,  and  foster-home  settings 
that  do  not  follow  the  nuclear 
family  model. 

As  the  meetings  continued,  at¬ 
tended  by  representatives  of 
Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance,  Massachusetts  Gay 
Political  Caucus,  and  Ga>  and 
Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders,  GLDC  proposed  that 
flyers  be  handed  out  at  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  auction  between  5:30 


and  8:30  p.m.  as  people  arrived. 
AAC  refused,  according  to  Coll¬ 
ings,  because  it  “didn’t  want  the 
media  to  focus  on  that  [the  protest 
against  Dukakis].”  However,  he 
stressed  that  all  members  of  the 
AAC  oppose  the  governor’s 
policy.  Collings  added  that  it  was 
the  AAC’s  experience  that  flyers 
were  more  effective  if  given  out  at 
the  end  of  an  event. 

Holmes,  who  maintains  that  the 
GLDC  action  would  have  been 
“much  more  effective  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,”  also  said  the  media  would 
not  have  been  an  issue  “if  people 
on  the  inside  made  it  clear  they 
didn’t  resist  our  presence.” 

Eventually,  a  compromise  was 
agreed  upon  with  GLDC  handing 
out  approximately  250  flyers  from 
10  p.m.  to  12:30  a.m.  as  auction 
participants  exited,  and  with  the 
AAC’s  support  in  handing  out 
“Foster  Equality”  buttons  inside 
the  auction.

event  was  emceed  by  lesbian  ac¬ 
tivist  Julie  Dow.  During  the  initial 
jnock  funeral,  many  demon¬ 
strators  in  black  robes  filed  in  with 
white  crosses  representing  the 
bombing  victims,  and  placed  them 
on  the  hill  overlooking  the  Boston 
Common.  In  addition  to  the

crosses,  two  gravestones  were 
dedicated  to  lesbians  and  gay  men 
involved  in  the  Salvadoran  revolu¬ 
tionary  movement.  One  of  the 
largest  banners  in  the  entire  rally 
was  a  colorful  one  from  the  les- 
bian/gay  contingent. 

The  group  that  attracted  the 
most  attention  in  the 
predominantly  straight  gathering 
was  the  United  Fruit  Company. 
Composed  of  gay  men  from  an  af¬ 
finity  group  of  the  Pledge  of 
Resistance,  the  United  Fruit  Com¬ 
pany  entertained  and  educated 
their  straight  audience.  Cleverly 
using  camp  and  drag,  the  small 
company  made  connections  be¬ 
tween  the  Central  American  strug¬ 
gles  and  the  gay/lesbian  struggle. 
The  audience  learned  about  Stone¬ 
wall  through  creative  TV  commer¬ 
cial  takeoffs,  responding  en¬ 
thusiastically  with  applause  and 
laughter.  Seeing  them  for  the  first 
time,  Karin  San  Juan  Aguilar,  one 
of  the  national  organizers  of  the 
Filipino  movement  in  the  U.S.  and 
an  out  lesbian,  commented, 
“They’re  great.  They  should  do 
more.” 

The  demonstration  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Boston  Area  Network 
on  Central  America  (BANCA)  as 
the  beginning  of  a  4-day  .nation¬ 
wide  protest  against  the  U.S. 
foreign  policy  and  involvement  in 
the  bombing  of  El  Salvador.  On 
Monday,  BANCA  organized  a 
press  conference  at  the 
Massachusetts  State  House  where 
two  Salvadorefio  refugees  testified 
about  the  aerial  war  and  focused 


on  legislation,  sponsored  by 
Senator  Jack  Backman  of 
Brookline,  which  would  provide 
aid  to  Central  American  refugees 
in  the  Commonwealth.  Then, 
about  80  demonstrators  marched 
from  the  State  House  to  the  Im¬ 
migration  and  Naturalization  Ser¬ 
vices  Detention  Center,  where  two 
Guatemalans  are  held  and  from 
which  four  Salvadorenos  have 
been  deported  since  the  Center 
opened  in  December,  1984. 

Eleven  Pledge  of  Resistance 
members,  including  five  lesbians, 
attempted  to  do  non-violent  civil 
disobedience  (CD)  at  the  site. 
However,  30  to  40  Boston  police, 


the  John  F.  Kennedy  federal 
building.  Federal  agents  fearing 
more  civil  disobedience  trailed  the 
small  group  every  step.  Again,  no 
arrests  were  made. 

Commenting  on  civil  disobe¬ 
dience  in  a  BANCA  press  release, 
lesbian  activist  Cathy  Hoffman 
stated,  “We  don’t  believe  we  are 
breaking  the  law  in  this  case, 
because  the  U.S.  government  is 
violating  our  own  immigration 
laws  and  international  laws  — 
which  state  that  people  who  have  a 
well-founded  fear  of  persecution 
back  home  must  be  granted 
political  asylum. . . .  [W]e  are  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  laws  our  government  is

six  mounted  police,  and  several 
police  dogs  thwarted  their  at¬ 
tempts.  CDers  were  dragged  off 
and  pushed.  There  were  a  few  in¬ 
juries,  but  no  arrests  were  made. 

On  Tuesday,  about  20  people 
lobbied  elected  federal  officials  at

People  were  screaming  that  we 
should  get  a  job  or  go  back  to 
Russia.” 

One  woman,  carrying  a  “Dis¬ 
arm  Reagan  Now”  sign,  was  hit  by 
a  man  when  she  confronted  him 
for  taking  her  sign.  Another 
woman  described  having  lit  mat¬ 
ches  thrown  at  her  and  several 
women  inside  a  mock  nuclear  sub¬ 
marine  were  hit  repeatedly. 

Many  Reagan  supporters  were 
particularly  hostile  towards  people 
carrying  pro-lesbian  and  -gay  signs 
and  directed  them  to  “go  back 
home  and  stay  in  the  closet,”  jok¬ 
ing  about  AIDS  and  assassinating 
homosexuals.  As  protestor  Grace 
Mattern  remarked,  “The 
homophobia  was  gross  and 
especially  frightening  coming  from 
young  people.  One  woman  was 
really  offensive  about  a  lesbian 
carrying  a  sign  which  read 
‘another  lesbian  for  peace.’  She 
said  how  disgusting  it  was  that 
such  people  should  be  allowed  out¬ 
side.  We  shouldn’t  be  surprised, 
though.  Their  whole  perspective  is 
that  it’s  okay  to  hit  people  when 
you  disagree.” 

Protestor  Barb  Cormier,  who 
was  pelted  with  bottlecaps  and 
food,  said  that  she  did  not  regret 
attending  despite  the  physical 
harassment.  “It  was  exciting  to  be 
a  lesbian,”  she  said,  “to  hold  a 
sign  saying  ‘Reagan  is  anti-gay  and 
anti-woman,’  and  to  join  forces 
with  other  groups  and  individuals 
working  for  peace  and  justice.” 

The  peace  vigil  participants 
reported  a  more  supportive  recep¬ 
tion  than  did  individual 
demonstrators  inside  the  gates.  “It 
was  not  possible  to  miss  the  dissent 
in  the  crowd,”  commented  Arnie 
Alpert  of  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee.  “Many  peo¬ 
ple,  especially  young  people,  were 
supportive  of  us.” 

Reagan’s  speech  focused, 


predictably,  on  his  proposed  tax 
“reform”  and  on  the  supposed 
economic  well-being  of  the  U.S. 
“With  freedom  and  the  profit 
motive,”  he  said,  “there’s  nothing 
we  can’t  do.”  Reagan  also  er¬

roneously  credited  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  with  starting  the  American 
revolution  because  of  “no  taxa¬ 
tion  without  representation.” 

“It  was  definitely  a  partisan 
speech  to  a  crowd  that  was  por¬ 
trayed  as  ‘New  Hampshire,  where 
it  all  began,’  ”  commented  Alpert. 
The  two-hour  rally  cost  New 
Hampshire  $365  per  minute,  not 
including  secret  service,  monitor¬ 
ing,  and  clean-up  expenses.

Dear  GCN : 

For  the  first  time  in  my  life  1  stood  by  and 
watched  a  Gay  Pride  Parade.  Since  1  am  from 
New  York,  it  felt  a  little  odd  that  I  should  be  do¬ 
ing  this  in  Boston.  None  the  less  there  I  stood  with 
a  strong  sense  of  pride  like  I  had  never  felt  before. 
All  around  me  I  could  see  a  unity  that  I  never 
knew  could  exist.  Men  and  women,  different 
backgrounds  and  beliefs,  all  ages,  they  were  mar¬ 
ching  side  by  side  in  the  biggest  display  that  1  have 
ever  seen.  Yes,  indeed  1  was  proud! 

But,  alas,  1  was  soon  to  come  down  from  my 
cloud  and  to  a  very  rude  awakening.  1  would 
come  to  realize  that  the  unity  that  I  saw  was  a 
false  one.  It  was  a  unity  that  was  planned  for  that 
day.  As  soon  as  the  march  was  over,  the  last  chant 
cried  out  and  the  last  speech  spoken,  everything 
would  return  to  normal.  Normal. 

The  different  groups  would  come  back  out  and 
look  down  on  anyone  who  dared  to  be  different 
from  them.  The  so-called  “Macho  Men”  would 
turn  their  noses  down  at  the  “Fairies”  who  in 
turn  will  jeer  at  the  “Dykes”  who  would... 

“A  house  divided  against  itself  cannot  stand.” 

Our  chants  call  the  heterosexual  community  to 
give  us  the  respect  that  we  deserve  as  human- 
beings.  We  demanded  that  they  understand  our 
way  of  life.  We  told  them  that  we  wanted  equal 
rights  to  live  our  life  freely.  The  only  problem  I 
saw  was  that  while  we  were  so  busy  telling  them 
what  we  expected,  we  never  listened  to  our  own 
speeches.  We  fail  to  give  ourselves  the  respect,  the 
rights,  and  the  understanding  we  want  from 
others. 

The  unity  1  saw  was  to  last  that  one  Saturday 
and  be  repeated  next  year.  As  I  see  it,  gay  unity 
cannot  last  for  24  hours  or  for  a  week  not  even  a 
year.  Gay  unity  must  come  everyday  of  our  life. 

When  the  Blacks  were  being  “kept  in  their 
place,”  they  went  around  using  the  same  form  of 
verbal  abuse  that  the  whites  shouted  at  them.  It 
gave  them  a  false  sense  of  superiority  over  each 
other.  When  they  became  proud  of  their 
background  and  of  what  they  had  to  offer,  they 
stopped  abusing  themselves.  Their  pride  united 
them.  While  they  may  still  have  set  backs,  they 
will  never  again  be  underestimated  and  have 
earned  everyone’s  respect. 

It  is  time  that  we  find  the  same  sense  of  pride  in 
who  we  are  and  stop  abusing  ourselves  by  using 
words  such  as  “Faggot”  and  “Dyke.”  It  is  high 
time  that  we  let  people  know  that  we  will  not 
allow  them  to  abuse  us  anymore.  It  is  time  that  we 
point  to  our  great  merits  and  contributions  that 
we,  the  homosexual  communities  throughout  the 
world,  have  given. 

Let  us  educate  ourselves  with  facts.  Let  us  look 
up  to  our  role  models  for  guidance.  Yes,  role 
models.  Homosexuals  have  contributed  to  every 
field  of  life.  Music,  art,  literature,  sports  and 
much  more. 

The  real  issue  is  not  our  homosexuality  but  are 
we  able  to  contribute  to  the  society  we  live  in.  The 
answer  to  this  is  YES.  Our  upbring  teaches  us  to 
demand  respect.  My  family  gave  me  an  excellent 
upbring.  Today  they  may  not  fully  understand 
why  I  am  gay,  if  they  did  something  wrong,  or 
even  if  they  may  have  done  too  much  for  me  but 
one  thing  stands  out,  they  are  trying  to  under¬ 
stand  me  and  they  do  respect  me  as  I  am.  I  have 
earn  that  respect  by  not  tearing  apart  my  brother 
and  sisters  who  I  do  not  fully  understand,  by 
standing  up  for  our  rights,  by  being  myself:  a 
hard  working  human  being  in  pursuit  of  a  decent 
life  who  just  happens  to  be  homosexual  but 
proud.

protesting  ‘crimes 
against  nature’ 

Dear  GCN, 

I  am  presently  being  held  on  a  charge  of  “crime 
against  nature.”  My  reason  for  writing  is  to  seek 
some  outside  support  in  challenging  this  out¬ 
dated  law  which  is  very  broad  and  vague. 

It  is  clearly  questionable  when  two  consenting 
adults  are  charged  with  a  victimless  crime  that  is 
applied  differently  to  males  and  females.  When  a 
female  (never  the  man,  of  course)  is  arrested  for 
prostitution,  it’s  a  minor  victimless  crime.  But 
when  a  male  is  entrapped  in  a  sexual  act  with 
another  male  it’s  called  a  “crime  against  nature,” 
a  felony,  a  major  crime,  punishable  with  up  to  5 
years  in  prison  in  Louisiana. 

I  want  to  attack  this  matter,  but  will  need  the 
help  of  those  groups  that  have  been  successful  in 
changing  these  laws  in  other  places.  Legal 
assistance  in  this  matter  is  vital. 

For  more  information,  please  contact  me.  The 
present  laws  regarding  sexual  behavior  in  one’s 
own  home  are  out-of-step  with  modern  times  and 
this  should  be  made  clear.

An  Open  Letter  to  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Com¬ 
munity: 

Speaking  for  myself,  as  a  support  service 
volunteer  of  the  AIDS  Action  Committee,  I  have 
a  message  for  the  entire  community.  It’s  not  a 
new  message,  but  it’s  one  that  bears  repeating 
every  (lay,  and  in  a  more  specific  context. 

As  you  all  know,  the  number  of  AIDS  cases  in¬ 
creases  every  day.  But  the  number  of  volunteer 
workers  does  not.  I  know  that  some  of  you,  many 
of  you,  have  donated  money  through  the  various 
auctions,  hikes,  and  benefits,  and  it’s  heart¬ 
warming  to  see  this  generosity.  But  it’s  not 
enough. 

The  everyday  life  of  a  person  with  AIDS  can  be 
a  Herculean  struggle.  Some  have  no  support 
group  or  money  at  all  —  they’ve  either  been  fired 
at  work,  disowned  at  home,  or  have  moved  to 
Boston  in  search  of  help.  We  all  have  to  help 
them,  on  a  continuing  basis. 

Gay  culture  is  so  rich  with  talent  and  ability, 
resources,  and  energy.  Please  donate,  contribute, 
volunteer,  lobby.  Health  workers,  realtors,  hair¬ 
stylists,  carpenters,  politicos  —  volunteer  your 
talents.  Restaurant  owners,  donate  hot  meals  to 
the  bedridden.  Clothing  store  owners,  provide 
new  clothing,  shoes,  etc.  —  a  real  luxury  for 
some.  All  of  you  health  club  devotess,  donate 
some  time  in  the  service  of  those  who  may  need 
help  getting  from  day  to  day  or  room  to  room, 
not  to  mention  from  “set  to  set.”  Writers,  painters, 
electricians,  computer  analysts,  all  of  you,  please 
do  something.  Take  the  strain  off  of  the  same  100 
volunteers  who  seem  to  have  to  do  everything. 

DON’T  think  that  there  will  always  be  time 
later  to  help. 

DON’T  assume  someone  else  is  better 
qualified  and  will  always  be  there  in  your  place. 
There  won ’t  always  be  time,  and  no  one  can  take 
your  place!  Please  help  your  gay  brothers  in  need. 
It  will  enrich  your  life,  as  well  as  theirs.  I  can 
testify  to  that!

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Speaking  Out - 

If  It  Makes  You  Feel  Comfortable,  Look  Twice: 
A  Feminist-Bookstore  Worker  Responds

Janice  Irvine’s  recent  article  “Women’s  Bookstores  Reject  Sex  Magazines”  ( GCN , 
June  8,  1985)  would  have  been  more  accurately  titled  “Why  Women’s  Bookstores  MUST 
Carry  Lesbian  Sex  Magazines.”  For  four  years  I  have  been  book  and  periodical  buyer  for  a 
feminist  bookstore,  continually  making  decisions  about  what  to  order  and  what  to  pass 
over.  I  don’t  make  these  decisions  carelessly,  and  when  my  judgment  of  a  book’s  content  is 
involved,  I  do  not  make  them  in  isolation.  I  —  and,  1  imagine,  most  feminist-bookstore 
workers  —  know  that  the  issues  involved  in  a  feminist  bookstore’s  deciding  what  and  what 
not  to  carry  are  maddeningly  complex. 

In  marked  contrast,  Irvine  seems  to  be  offering  me  a  place  in  one  of  two  categories. 
Either  I  can  be  a  censorious,  knee-jerk,  unadventurous  prude,  or  I  can  be  a  bold  rebel  on  the 
cutting  edge  of  sexual  change,  moving,  as  Irvine  put  it,  “into  the  daring,  kinky  or  raunchy 
realms  of  sex.”  I  am  neither.  I  cannot  set  myself  up  as  community  censor,  nor  can  I  act  as  if 
the  convictions  of  my  mind  and  heart  make  no  difference. 

The  store  where  I  work  carries  the  Samois  anthology  Coming  to  Power.  It  carries  three 
of  the  periodicals  mentioned  in  Irvine’s  article:  On  Our  Backs,  Outrageous  Women,  and 
Bad  Attitude.  I  have  never  received  promotional  material  or  trade  terms  for  The  Power  Ex¬ 
change-,  I  assumed  that  its  publisher  was  not  interested  in  distributing  through  feminist 
bookstores.  Most  of  these  decisions  I  initiated;  all  of  them  I  support.  As  with  other  issues  on 
which  lesbians  and  feminists  passionately  disagree,  some  customers  are  happy  with  the 
store’s  policy  and  others  are  not. 

Like  the  decisions  of  the  Toronto  Women’s  Bookstore  staff,  mine  are  not  “carved  in 
stone.”  Hardly  a  day  goes  by  that  I  do  not  reconsider  the  decisions  I  have  made,  perhaps 
because  of  a  customer’s  comment,  perhaps  because  a  new  issue  of  one  of  these  magazines 
comes  in  with  a  story  or  image  I  find  especially  offensive,  or  perhaps  just  because.  Each 
time,  I  have  decided  against  cancelling  the  store’s  standing  order.  Why? 

At  gut  level  my  reason  has  little  to  do  either  with  censorship  or  with  my  own  political 
convictions.  It  has  to  do  with  my  personal  experience  several  years  ago,  first  when  I  heard  of 
lesbian  sadomasochism,  then  as  I  avidly  read  accounts  from  the  Barnard  sexuality  con¬ 
ference,  the  Heresies  Sex  Issue,  and  everything  else  I  could  find.  What  all  that  turmoil  and 
ferment  showed  me  above  all  was  that  I  had  done  precious  little  exploring  into  what  turned 
me  on,  or  why,  or  what  I  was  willing  to  do  about  it.  The  words  of  women  on  the  sexual  fringe 
started  me  thinking. 

Perhaps  these  women  will  commend  me  for  my  anti-censorship  stance,  for  my  adven¬ 
turousness  or  my  “tolerance  of  diversity.”  I  don’t  feel  particularly  adventurous,  or  prin¬ 
cipled,  and  I  often  wonder  if  this  tolerance  I  show  isn’t  really  a  weak-kneed  attempt  to  duck 
the  issues  involved.  By  choosing  to  keep  On  Our  Backs,  et  al,  on  the  shelves,  I  am  shutting 
out  the  understandable  objections  of  women  who  find  anti-feminist  and  abhorrent  the 
magazines’  Nazi-like  images,  frilly  female  images,  and  images  of  sexual  abuse.  I  am  shutting 
out  my  own  objections. 

What  I  object  to  is  not  sexually  explicit  materials  —  hell,  no,  I’ve  been  writing  and  en¬ 
joying  my  own  for  twenty  years.  What  I  object  to  is  the  apparent  assumption  on  the  part  of 
the  self-styled  sexual  outlaws  and  other  “outrageous  women”  that  these  materials,  simply 
because  they  are  sexually  explicit,  should  be  exempt  from  the  critical  review  to  which  a 
feminist  is  expected  to  subject  everything  else.  Amy  Hoffman  advises,  “If  it  makes  you  un-

comfortable,  it’s  a  good  reason  to  look  twice.”  I  fully  agree.  But  if  it  makes  you  fed  comfor¬ 
table,  or  if  it  turns  you  on?  Surely  these  are  good  reasons  too. 

Does  the  fascination  with  spanking,  for  instance,  that  surfaces  again  and  again  in  Com¬ 
ing  to  Power  have  nothing  to  do  with  certain  child-rearing  practices  popular  when  many  of 
the  authors  were  growing  up?  Why  might  a  woman  be  turned  on  by  fantasies  or  role  plays  of 
master  and  slave,  and  is  this  something  a  feminist  should  encourage  or  celebrate?  Do  the 
“fringe”  polarities  of  butch  and  femme  really  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
masculine/feminine  dichotomy  that  is  so  central  to  this  culture?  Is  prudishness  the  only  con¬ 
ceivable  motive  for  asking  these  questions? 

A  few  years  ago,  it  was  the  outrageous  women  who  were  asking  the  hard,  necessary 
questions,  prompting  many  of  us  to  challenge  our  assumptions  about  female  sexuality.  I  am 
no  longer  hearing  those  questions.  What  I  do  hear  is  a  definite  resistance  to  any  questions  or 
answers  that  might  imply  a  limit  to  “if  it  feels  good,  do  it.”  Out  on  the  sexual  fringe,  it 
seems,  outrageousness  is  by  definition  progressive.  If  it  shocks  feminists,  particularly  anti¬ 
pornography  feminists,  then  it’s  on  the  right  track. 

“My  enemy’s  enemy  is  my  friend”  may  be  justification  enough  for  wartime  alliances, 
but  it’s  hardly  a  promising  foundation  for  feminist  exploration  of  female  sexuality.  What’s 
more,  and  as  many  of  us  seem  to  have  trouble  remembering,  a  woman  is  not  an  enemy  simp¬ 
ly  because  she  asks  hard  questions  and  will  not  settle  for  simplistic  answers.  Unfortunately, 
many  of  our  “discussions”  now  take  place  at  such  a  high  decibel  level  that  complexities  are 
inaudible. 

In  her  extremely  important  essay  “Pornography  and  the  Doubleness  of  Sex  for 
Women,”  Joanna  Russ  suggests,  borrowing  from  Wilhelm  Reich,  that  “when  classic  forms 
of  sexual  suppression... first  begin  to  disappear,  what  you  get  is  not  freedom  but  a  lot  of  very 
nasty  behavior  in  which  the  pre-existing  violence  begins  to  be  visible,  along  with  (italics  in 
original)  some  genuinely  progressive  behavior  and  events.” 

Because  the  nasty  and  the  progressive  are  not  so  easily  distinguished  at  first  glance  as 
the  more  vociferous  on  both  sides  would  have  us  believe,  I  will  continue  to  err  —  if  err  it  is  — 
on  the  side  of  freewheeling  discussion.  For  the  time  being  I  stand  with  any  feminist- 
bookstore  worker  who  chooses  to  stock  the  lesbian  sex  magazines  and  I  stand  with  any  who 
decides  that  the  unquestioning  celebration  of  certain  “raunchy”  behaviors  is  incompatible 
with  the  feminist  commitments  of  her  store.  I  suspect  that  the  time  is  coming  when  I  will  be 
unable  to  stand  in  both  these  places  at  once.

Imagine  a  1930s  movie  musical 
set  in  a  world  where  homosexuality 
is  accepted  as  the  natural  thing  it 
is.  Okay,  now  suppose  there’s  a 
fag  reporter  named  Casey  who  has 
a  wisecracking  dyke  sidekick 
named  Audra.  And  let’s  say  that 
Casey  falls  in  love  with  this  guy 
he’s  heard  about  but  not  seen,  an 
English  peer  named  Guy.  And 
suppose  that  Guy  is  in  reality  a  ner- 
dy  guy  who  pretends  he  isn’t  Guy 
while  he  assists  Casey  in  his  hunt 
for  Guy.  Well,  anyway,  you  get 
the  idea.  That’s  the  premise 
behind  Boy  Meets  Boy,  a  light¬ 
hearted  romantic  parody  pro¬ 
duced  by  New  Hollywood  Produc¬ 
tions,  Ink  (sic)  that  has  reopened 
at  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  for 
a  four-week  run.  (This  production 
is  an  encore  of  the  production 
presented  earlier  this  summer,  ex¬ 
cept  that  over  half  the  cast  is  new.) 

Boy  Meets  Boy  is  obviously  light 
fare,  but  in  the  right  hands  it  is 
highly  enjoyable  entertainment. 
To  work  it  needs  a  light  touch,  a 
rapid  pace,  and  actors  who  can  br¬ 
ing  life  to  what  are  essentially  card¬ 
board  characters.  This  new  pro¬ 
duction  doesn’t  always  succeed, 


but  when  it  is  good  it  is  very  good 
indeed.  The  cast  includes  many 
fine  singing  voices  and  some  good 
comedy  talent. 


Diego  Arciniegas-Tafar’s  Casey 
O’Brien  is  sophisticated  and  im¬ 
mensely  likeable.  Arciniegas- 
Tafar  sings  and  dances  well,  and 
his  comedy  timing  is  excellent. 
Marf  Shopmeyer,  who  plays 
Casey’s  sidekick  Audra,  has  a 
beautiful  voice;  it  is  unfortunate 
that  she  doesn’t  get  to  use  it  more 
often.  Paul  Everett  is  very  funny 
as  Josephine  LaRose  the  burlesque 
artiste,  although  he  has  —  like 
almost  everyne  else  in  the  cast  — 
an  unfortunate  tendency  to  mug 
and  play  too  broadly.  Several 


members  stand  out  as  well,  par¬ 
ticularly  Mhioko  Tokoro  and 
Charito. 

However,  it  is  David  Baird  as 


the  conniving  Clarence  Cutler  who 
turns  in  the  most  polished  perfor¬ 
mance.  Clarence  is  a  role  that 
could  easily  be  over-played,  but 
Baird  keeps  himself  admirably 
controlled.  He  is  thoroughly  self- 
assured  on  the  stage,  and  ultimate¬ 
ly  steals  the  show. 

Boy  Meets  Boy  is  not  without 
weaknesses,  of  course.  The  pro¬ 
duction  suffers  from  uneven  per¬ 
formances  and  lacks  an  internal 
consistency.  But  fortunately,  the 
good  is  good  enough  to  overcome 
the  not-so-good. 


Imagine  a  1930's  movie  musical  set 
in  a  world  where  homosexaulity  is 
accepted  as  the  natural  thing  it  is. 
Okay ,  now  suppose  there's  a  fag 
reporter  with  a  wise-cracking  dyke 
sidekick.  And  suppose...

Dalton,  commented,  “There  was  a 
lot  of  victim-blaming  going  on 
there.” 

Proponents  of  the  bill  repeated¬ 
ly  took  the  floor  to  provide  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  transmissibility 
of  AIDS  and  also  tried  to  separate 
it  from  the  civil  rights  issue. 
Representative  Thomas  Gallagher 
(D-Boston)  called  the  discussion 
on  AIDS  “the  latest  in  a  series  of 
red  herrings”  to  prevent  passage 
of  the  measure.  He  and  others,  in¬ 
cluding  Byron  Rushing 
(D-Boston)  and  Saundra  Graham 
(D-Cambridge),  challenged 
legislators  to  translate  their  con¬ 
cerns  into  providing  more  funding 
for  AIDS  research,  education,  and 
patient  care. 

Following  the  debate,.  Ann 
Maguire,  the  Boston  mayor’s 
liaison  to  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity,  said  the  debate  “clearly 
shows  how  much  education  about 
AIDS  is  needed.”  Maguire,  who  is 
also  on  the  mayor’s  AIDS  Task 
Force,  added,  “Some  people  who 
raised  the  issues  weren’t  always 
voting  for  funding.” 

Peg  Lorenz,  the  MGPC  lob¬ 
byist,  told  GCN  that  12  legislators 
who  had  promised  to  vote  in  favor 
of  the  measure  reneged,  causing 
the  bill’s  defeat.  “The  votes  of  the 
twelve  changed  the  outcome.  They 
jumped  ship.  I  was  disappointed 
[particularly]  about  the  people 
who  switched  their  votes.  They 
gave  their  word  they  would  main¬ 
tain  their  position.”  She  named  in 
particular  Robert  Cerasoli 
(D-Quincy),  Thomas  S.  Cahir 
(D-Bourne),  Gus  Serra  (D-Boston) 
and  Vincent  Lozzi  (D-Lynn). 

Since  the  summer,  the  Dukakis 
administration  has  worked  on  the 
lobbying  effort  along  with  MGPC. 
One  of  Dukakis’  top  aides,  John 
Sasso,  talked  with  legislators  and 
did  head  counts  along  with 
another  aide,  Mary  Ann  Walsh. 

However,  the  Dukakis  efforts 
have  been  questioned  by  many  in 
the  lesbian  and  gay  community 
who  consider  them  an  attempt  to 
regain  favor  with  a  community 
angry  at  some  of  the  governor’s  re¬ 
cent  actions.  In  May,  the  Dukakis 
administration  led  the  fight 
against  inclusion  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men  as  an  outreach  group  of 
the  Democratic  Party.  That  same 
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month,  two  foster  children  were 
removed  from  the  home  of  two 
gay  men,  Donald  Babets  and 
David  Jean,  following  a  public 
debate  about  the  appropriateness 
of  placing  children  in  lesbian  or 
gay  homes.  The  administration 
subsequently  developed  a  new 
foster  parent  policy  which  virtual¬ 
ly  excludes  gay  men  and  lesbians 
from  foster  parenting.  In  addition, 
AIDS  activists  were  angered  when 
the  administration  released  its 
budget  and  there  was  no  line  item 
for  AIDS  funding.  Funds  were 
eventually  included  after  activists 
met  with  government  officials. 

Generally,  activists  close  to  the 
bill  said  the  atmosphere  set  up  by 
the  governor’s  foster  care  policy 
ruined  any  chance  the  bill  might 
have  had.  Dalton  told  GCN,  “He 
took  the  children  out  of  the  home. 
He  set  the  stage.  He  could  have 
toed  the  line  on  that.” 

Co-chair  of  the  MGPC,  Steve 
Tierney,  said,  “The  Dukakis  ad¬ 
ministration  sees  the  bill  as 
something  they  support.  I  don’t 
believe  they  are  trying  to  get  their 
votes  back.  But  they  have  to  take 
some  flak.  The  foster  care  issue 
was  poorly  handled  and  it  set  up  a 
climate  to  be  homophobic  this 
year.  It  set  up  an  environment 
which  said  it’s  okay  to  be  more 
conservative.  It  was  handled 
publicly  and  poorly.” 

Lorenz  agreed,  saying  that  the 
foster  care  issue  “set  a  tone  in  that 
building  [the  State  House].  It  felt 
for  awhile  like  it  was  open  season 
on  gay  people.  There  were  jokes 
about  gay  people.  It  gave  permis¬ 
sion  for  some  of  that  stuff  to  sur¬ 
face.  It  gave  out  a  double 
message.”  Lorenz  said  the  par¬ 
ticular  foster  care  policy  for¬ 
mulated  by  the  Dukakis  ad¬ 
ministration  made  a  difference  in 
the  outcome  of  the  vote. 

Minority  leader  Robinson,  an 
opponent  of  the  bill,  also  chastised 
Governor  Dukakis’  work  on  the 
bill  when  he  said,  “I  am  appalled 
the  governor  would  make  the  [gay 
rights  bill]  a  number  one  priority 
'  issue  without  any  consideration  of 
[the  public  health].” 

Openly  gay  City  Councillor 
David  Scondras  said  Dukakis 
“behaved  as  a  decent  liberal”  but 
that  the  administration  ultimately 
does  not  have  the  primary  commit¬ 
ment  needed.  “It  is  not  treated  as  a 
central  issue  for  his  government,” 
Continued  on  page  12

said  Scondras.  “I’m  not  saying  he 
didn’t  try  hard  to  do  something. 
But  it  is  not  the  bottom  line  for 
him.  That’s  serious  because 
human  rights  is  not  open  to 
political  considerations.” 

Jim  Dorsey,  the  governor’s 
spokesperson,  said  the  governor’s 
foster  care  policy  did  not  make  a 
difference  in  the  outcome.  He 
pointed  out  that  relatively  little  of 
the  debate  centered  on  foster  care. 
(The  House  passed  a  resolution  on 
the  issue  last  spring  after  the 
governor’s  policy  had  been  an¬ 
nounced,  and  it  specifically  pro¬ 
hibited  lesbians  and  gay  men  from 
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foster  parenting,  claiming  such 
parents  are  a  harmful  influence  on 
children.) 

Although  there  was  relatively 
little  mention  of  foster  care,  one 
lawmaker,  John  Flood 
(D-Canton),  described  a  domino 
theory  where  gay  people  first  ask 
for  civil  rights,  then  foster 
children,  family  health  insurance, 
marital  deduction,  and  then 
legalized  marriages.  Flood  then 
went  on  to  point  out  that  “sexual 
orientation”  can  refer  to  people 
other  than  gay  people  and  hetero¬ 
sexuals.  When  one  of  his  peers 
asked,  he  said  there  are  bisexuals 
“and  other  orientations  that  may 
or  may  not  have  to  do  with  other 
human  beings.”

Plenty.  Directed  by  Fred  Schepisi.  Writ -  I 
ten  by  David  Hare.  With  Meryl  Streep,  Sting, 
John  Gielgud.  At  the  Nickelodeon. 

For  years  it  seemed  Hollywood  had 
stopped  promoting  women  stars.  The 
golden  age  of  Hepburn,  Davis  and 
Crawford  had  given  way  to  Newman, 
Bedford  and  buddy  movies.  The  past 
few  years  have  seen  the  resurgence  of 
strong,  intelligent  actresses.  And  with 
their  success  we  have  seen  more 
movies  which  are  about  women.  Plen¬ 
ty,  with  a  screenplay  by  British 
playwright  David  Hare  from  his 
stageplay,  is  a  perceptive  look  at  one 
woman’s  attempts  to  live  a  full 
political  life. 

Susan  Terhern  (Meryl  Streep)  begins 
the  film  working  for  the  Resistance  in 
France  at  the  end  of  World  War  II.  Over 
the  next  20  years,  she  strives  — 
against  an  increasingly  more  affluent 
and  hardbitten  world  —  to  reclaim  that 
same  sense  of  self-worth  she  had 
found  in  her  youth.  Too  smart,  am¬ 
bitious  and  nervy  for  the  world  around 
her,  Susan  goes  through  her  options 
only  to  find  herself  set  off  from,  and 
betrayed,  by  the  world  she  had  once 
envisioned. 

But  writer  Hare  and  director 
Schepisi  have  not  made  this  woman  a 
lifeless  victim.  Susan  is  obnoxious, 
unlikable  and  downright  callous  in 
many  of  her  social  interactions.  It  is  to 
.  their  credit,  and  Streep’s  acting,  that 
we  are  able  to  sympathize  with,  as  well 
as  dislike,  her.  Plenty  is  a  treat:  a  movie 
about  politics,  women  and  substantial 
questions  that  at  the  same  time 
manages  to  entertain  and  please.

The  Fickle  Fiddle,  by  John  Shan¬ 
non  Keogh.

Michael  has  a  problem:  is  he  a  coun¬ 
try  boy  or  a  Big  City  faggot?  He’s  fled 
the  New  York  opening  of  a  play  he’s 
written  —  as  well  as  his  unfaithful 
lover,  Lance  —  and  returned  to  Mt. 
Juliet,  just  outside  Nashville.  When  he 
takes  a  job  as  desk  clerk  in  a  cheap 
motel,  the  Fickle  Fiddle,  he  promptly 
gets  tangled  up  in  the  lives  of  a  cheer¬ 
leader,  two  country  singers,  and 
various  other  local  types.  On  top  of  it 
all,  Lance  flies  to  Tennessee  to  lure  him 
back  to  his  bed  and  Off-Broadway  fame: 
Michael’s  play  has  been  a  success. 

I  wish  I  could  say  the  same  for  The 
Fickle  Fiddle,  but  no  such  luck.  Author 
Keogh  is  originally  from  Nashville,  but 
despite  authentic-sounding  details  of 
geography  and  accent,  his  play  is  set 
strictly  in  sitcomland.  Even  within  its 
genre  the  script  falls  short:  a  sprinkling 
of  genuinely  funny  lines  can’t  hide 
creaky  construction,  overly  familiar 
character  types,  or  humanly  im¬ 
probable  behavior. 

Michael’s  identity  crisis  is  a  good 
subject,  but  right  now  his  inner  strug¬ 
gles  are  inchoate  and  unconvincing. 
Worse,  as  directed  and  played  here,  in 
his  scenes  with  Lance  the  tone  of  the 
play  changes  from  broad  comedy  to 
agonizing  (and  inappropriate) 
seriousness.  It’s  hard  to  believe  that 
these  two  men  have  ever  been  lovers, 
when  they  continually  convey  more 
hurt  and  anger  than  affection.  If  we 
can’t  see  why  they’ve  been  good  for 
each  other  —  at  least  at  some  time  in 
their  lives  —  why  should  we  care  if 
Michael  stays  in  the  South  or  becomes 
a  Yankee  again? 

Billed  as  a  “workshop  production” 
on  the  program  (though  not  the  ads), 
this  Singers  Forum  presentation  has  an 
uneven  male  cast,  but  a  strong  female 
one:  Anna  McDaniels,  Carmen  Thomas, 
and  Carissa  Channing  have  (and  make) 
as  lively  a  time  of  it  as  the  script 
permits.
